Eagan Warns U. S. 


To Disregard The 


Peace Proposals 


Declares Germany Is Putting Out Peace 


Proposals As Decoy To Retard 


Our War Preparations 


PART OF MUNITION FACTORY BLOWN UP

Copenhagen, May 7—"Any German peace proposal at this 


time .simply indicates the determined tremendous organization 
of a .still powerful nation to gain its own ends," so declared Amer- 
ican Minister Maurice Francis Egan today in.a warning to the 
people of America through the United Press. 
He appealed to 


his fellow-countrymen not to be deceived by German peace du- 
plicity and not to slacken in war preparation until Germany is 
really ready to quit. 


""Kfo American oflicia! is more conversant with the German 


conditions than Minister Egan a veteran diplomat, who has done 
luriK and beneficial service for the United States. 
He has made 


u special study of Germany and the Germans and no less of the 
ramification of teutonic double dealing- with propaganda. 


"The Gorman people are certain of victory and are willing to 


make any sacrifice. Peace talk on this part of Germany is to 
eliminate Russia as a military power and obtain the Russian lar- 
der. 
The Gorman people believe that American military opera- 


tions are a bluff. There is no danger of the HohenzoHern down- 
fall in Germany. 
Let me emphasize that peace talk in America 


will only prolong the war. The German reptile—the press—has 
imbued the German people with the belief that victory is only a 
question of lime. The German people are willing to fight and to 
win. 
Kvery American who knows 
German conditions is con- 


vinced of the hollowness of German peace plans. Peace pro- 
posals are a part of the German plot to gain time and in the 
meantime the Germans are depending on the submarine to win 
Ihe war," Ejran declared.

Declares Germany Is Putting Out Peace 


Proposals As Decoy To Retard 


Our War Preparations 


PART OF MUNITION FACTORY BLOWN UP

Copenhagen, May 7—"Any German peace proposal at this 


time .simply indicates the determined tremendous organization 
of a .still powerful nation to gain its own ends," so declared Amer- 
ican Minister Maurice Francis Egan today in.a warning to the 
people of America through the United Press. 
He appealed to 


his fellow-countrymen not to be deceived by German peace du- 
plicity and not to slacken in war preparation until Germany is 
really ready to quit. 


""Kfo American oflicia! is more conversant with the German 


conditions than Minister Egan a veteran diplomat, who has done 
luriK and beneficial service for the United States. 
He has made 


u special study of Germany and the Germans and no less of the 
ramification of teutonic double dealing- with propaganda. 


"The Gorman people are certain of victory and are willing to 


make any sacrifice. Peace talk on this part of Germany is to 
eliminate Russia as a military power and obtain the Russian lar- 
der. 
The Gorman people believe that American military opera- 


tions are a bluff. There is no danger of the HohenzoHern down- 
fall in Germany. 
Let me emphasize that peace talk in America 


will only prolong the war. The German reptile—the press—has 
imbued the German people with the belief that victory is only a 
question of lime. The German people are willing to fight and to 
win. 
Kvery American who knows 
German conditions is con- 


vinced of the hollowness of German peace plans. Peace pro- 
posals are a part of the German plot to gain time and in the 
meantime the Germans are depending on the submarine to win 
Ihe war," Ejran declared.
